home to offer their brands ‘out here at lower 
silver prices, prices which we, of course, were 
forced to accept or lose the business ; had it 
tiot been for our increased output which effects 
this reduction’ in prices, [n.other words; wa 
did a larger business to’ make up for lower 
prices. As for the ‘future, although [-do not 
care to indulge in prophecy, I can say that this 
year has begun well, and that our present ‘pro- 
4pects are very good, if exchange does not hit 
usany harder, --Tae consumption of cement, as 
every engineer will tell you, has increased, is 
increasing, and will incrense.

‘FIRE I 


«Several thousand dollars worthof damage was 
done last Thursday morning by a fire which 
broke out at No..68, Connaught Rad. Central, 
The fite alarm was rung at the Central Police 
Station shortly before half-past ten o'clock and 
-there..was a rush: made’ hy those who were 
ttending the police court to get to the scene 
without any delay.. The fire brigade, which was 
in charge of Chie( Inspector Baker and Assist- 
act Engineer Tane, arrived atthe fire in goo 
time and work to extinguish: the blaze, which 
by that time had a good grip: on the building, 
wag started, Fire engines Nos. 4 and 5, worke:! 
by Fngine Driver Macdonald, . were’ driven. 
close to the edge of the praya wall. a little to 
the east of the buming building, and water was 
drawn from the harbour to commence gpera- 
finns, The mains along’ Connaught Poad, 
Gilman Street and Des: Vaux Road were 
called into service. On each of these maicy 
lengths of hose were attached and ‘in a round. 
about way reached the scene of activity, leav- 
| ing Connaught Road, where all the hoses met, 
littered withthe “ canvas pipes.” < - 
House No, 68°ia9 a three:sioreyed build 
“situated very near to the Charles Hardoutn's 
whark © The ground floor was used as a go> 
down, where a.large amount of inflammable 
goog, chiefly cbosisting af matches, was ttored, 
The first floor, we are informed, was. used’ as 
the dwelling p'ace for the-/odds, the second 
floor was the residence of: Mr, Ng to, bead 
Chinese master of Queen's College, while the 
third story was occupied by a clerk in the em- 
ploy of Messrs. Johnson, ‘Stokes and Master. , 
When the fire-fighters got to the scene the 
fire was burning as rapidly as possible, and 
a number-of lookers-on were heard-to remark 
thatt'ey had seen many. fires hefore, but-for 
ferocity there wns nothing to compare this ane 
with the others, The fire was one ol the worst 
from a smoke standpoint the tocal firemen have 
had to tackle for a long time, The inflam. 
mable malerial stored on the ground. floa 
‘coupled with the dryness of the woodwork: or 
the upper floors midé the place burn like ‘s 
tinder box.: Flames poured forth from every 
vetandah and twirled its way skywards, licking 
the roof in its ascension while the smoke which 
~iagued—in—hage-prffs_from—every-part of the 
building could be seen for a. considerable 
distance around, ee : . 
‘The water service’ which was turned on “at 
this blaze was nothing to be proud of: 
At the “commencement the -pressute (we 
will call. it that) was-not strong enough to 
Teach the first storey of the building, In con- | 
sequence of that Fireman Vavitt, carrying a 
hase, mounted the fire escape and from his posi- 
: tion aloft got his hose to wark. He was followed 
‘up by Fireman Cooper. A second escape was 
run up the side of the building and Fireman 
Sullivan made his ascent with a line of hose 
but they. could not remain there long. The 
heat was appalling, for by, this time the upper 
floors were a, roaring furnace, and the heat was’ 
cunbearable to the spectators standing too feet 
away from the house. Gradually the.water pres- 
‘sure became stronger, but.although it reached 
the second floor, it did not appear to have had 
any effect on the flames, and fears were enlertain- 
ed.of the fire sprending to the adjoining houses, 
The firemen worked as they never did before, 
every man did his’ utmost; Foreman Grant 
yelled. his orders tustily, the engines pumped 
harder than ever, until a hose borst‘arid her 
pressure had to be reduced several points: in 
order to save the remaining’ hoses. Mr, R.. 
Coughtrie, secretary to the Union Steam Water 
Boat Company, was-as busy a person present as 
anvane else, — eeing the condition of things he 
ordered the coxswain of the steam water-boat 
Tat See, which was at the time moored along- 
side the Charles Hardouin,'o come alongside 
the praya wail, facing the burning: house, and 
get busy. At 10.55 Taf Sse got alongside and 
her suction ‘hoses -were rus astore. Some 
minutes later the fire showed signs of abating. 
The heat grew less and the crowd, which was 
{areed to -keep at a distance before, closed in 
and the. spectat policemen experienced some 
trouble in trying to keep them: outside the 
fire line, When the fire showed signs of dying 
outa rumbling sound was heard and the fire- 
.men sought a place of safety, The floors and 
part of the roof had collapsed. © *”

. One of the, most-ceuel and daring atrocities 

‘was perpetrated on the .viJlige of Wong'Pu 
Tao, on Sunday, the 24th instant. From news 
to hand it appears that a laige body of robbers, 
alleged to be some couple hundred stron, ; ap- 
pearéd at the above village .on Sunday even-. 
‘ing at 6 p.m. and without any provocation on 
thespart of the villagers, proceeded to pillage 
the various huts of the villagers. Wong ‘l’u 
‘Yao. is a village barely a mile away from

houses, on the Wuchow side ofthe river. The 
villagers naturally resented the behaviour of the

as the capture of the robbers «will happen, as | 


the local soldiers are not inclitied that way, the 
majority of them being ex-pirates themselves, 
With a garrison’ very much below the normal 
strength, it is no wonder that such daring rob- 
! beries should take place, almost within sight 
sof the port, Wuchow, which used to ‘have 800 
soldiers in barracks, has now barely 200, and 
this gréat reduction is of couise due to the 
ofcials trying toeconomize. That this policy 
of rconomy is a wrong one, is apparent, when 
such atrocities ag the above can be perpetrated 
so near the port. With regard to the women 
and children captured: by the robbers, the Chi- 
nese here say that this is always customary, as 
in case the robbers are pursued by Govern- 
ment troops,,they put the women and children 
between themselves and the troops to escape 
being fi edat, .When not pursye~, alter Jead-- 
ing their captives some considerable distaoce 
from. where they have takeo them, the robbers 
release... their. victims to find their way 
back to their own hames, as best they aré able. 
In some cases; where possible, the children 
and women are sold for what they will fetch, 
but the robbers never do this where a possible 
chance of detection will lead to their own cap- 
ture. Oneofthe survivors ofthis villageoutiage 
mentioned that he did not think that these rab- 
bers were o!fd hands at thie game, 1s mary of 
the-n were quite as alarmed as the villagers 
themselves. -The survivor.in question goes on 
to say that he thinks that they bre a lot of farm 
labourers fom: distant districts, who having 
heen famine-stricken, in their own parts,’ have 
banded together for the purpose of robbery, to 
efable them to tide over this bad winter, an the 
proceeds oftheir robberies.
